Burgess William E. Obliger and Fire 
Chief Jam es B. Aumen were among 
those who witnessed the demonstra­ 
tion. 
To prove the practicability of the 
powder, Mr. Hanks soaked his tro u s-' 
era with gasoline and set fire to them. 
When the flames had gotten a little | 
headway, he threw a handful of the j 
powdered extinguisher on his garment 
and the blaze was put out instantly.! 
Mr. Hanks claims the powder will 
extinguish any fire, regardless of its 
cause, origin or materials. 
To prove 
this, he built a fire 
from 
carbide. 
First he endeavored to extinguish this j 
blaze with a hand chemical tank, but 
this 
proved 
insufficient. 
He 
then 
threw some of his 
powder on 
the 
flames and they were quenched almost 
immediately. 
The inventor extinguished with the 
same speed fires built of coal tar, 
gasoline, kerosene and ordinary wood. 
fires. 
Mr. Hanks says that the powder is 
for use primarily in preventing con­ 
flagrations, not in extinguishing them, 
although he declares that if a suffi­ 
cient quantity of the chemical could 
be thrown on any large fire it would 
have the same effect as on a small j 
one.

Are Replacing Bridge 


Hauling the Sam’s creek 
bridge, 
which was washed several hundred 
yards down stream by the high w at­ 
er which prevailed in Frederick and 
Carroll counties last 
week, back to 
its 
original site 
has 
begun.

Sam’s 
creek 
bridge is 
the 
only 
one in Frederick county 
which was 
washed entirely away from its foun­ 
dations. 
Some of the other bridges 
were damaged by the flood, but the 
bridge over Sam’s creek at the vill­

entirely away from its supports. It 
is thought that the damage to this 
bridge will soon be repaired and it 
will be safe for traffic.
